One  of  the  outstanding  Lyceum 
features  offered  to  Brigham  Young 
university  students  this  year  will 
be  the  appearance  of  Arthur  C. 
Pillsbury,  naturalist,  scientist,  in- 
ventor, explorer,  author  and  lec- 
turer, Tuesday  evening,  March  17, 
in  College  hall. 

Hr.  Pillsbury’s  lecture  will  be 
illustrated  with  motion  pictures  and 
slides  prepared  by  himself,  and  will 
consist  of  three  parts,  “Life  in  and 
Under  the  South  Seas,”  “Miracles 
in  Nature,”  and  "Growing  Plants 
Without  Soil  or  Cultivation.” 

In  the  harbor  of  Pago  Pago,  Am- 
erican Samoan  Islands,  Pillsbury, 
without  the  ability  to  swim  or  a 
weapon  of  any  kind,  walked  over 
the  ocean  bottom,  set  up  his  tri- 
pods, pictured  the  coral  and  fish, 
studied  them  in  their  natural  hab- 
itat, and  with  pencil  and  slate  sket- 
ched them  in  life.  With  the  color 
chart  he  made,  he  registered  their 
wonderful  colors  and  gathered  spe- 
cimens for  lapse  time  pictures  in 
the  aquarium,  where  their  life 
stories  were  pictured  under  the  mi- 
croscope and  camera. 

Tropic  flowers  in  full  color,  in- 
sect life  in  the  jungle,  the  story  of 
the  cocoanut,*  native  life,  the  fire 
walkers  of  the  Fiji  Islands  walking 
on  red-hot  stones  with  their  bare 
feet,  beautiful  native  dances  are  all 
shown  in  Mr.  Pillsbury’s  film,  “Life 
in  and  Under  the  South  Seas.” 

The  second  picture,  “Miracles  in 
Nature,’’  illustrates  in  technicolor 
the  opening,  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  flowers:  also  the  effect  of

Singing  and  playing  their  way 
into  the  hearts  of.  an  appreciative 
audience,  Alice  Carlson  and  Farris 
Edgley  in  the  title  roles  of  “Hansel 
and  Gretel”  carried  their  listeners 
back  to  childhood  days  through  the 
charming  folk  tale  of  German  ro- 
manticism last  night  in  the  second 
evening  performance  of  the  opera. 
With  a spontaneity  and  verve  re- 
markable for  a college  production 
the  whole  cast  carried  through  the 
feeling  of  Humperdinck’s  noted  op- 
era with  a delightful  balance  of  act- 
ing and  singing. 

In  what  was  probably  the  most 
difficult  part  of  the  opera,  Mary 
McGregor  portraying  the  witch 
who  eats  children,  brought  rounds 
of  applause  for  her  broomstick 
number  in  the  third  act.  Her  strik- 
ing characterization  and  well-quali- 
fied voice  made  the  witch  really 
live. 

Hansel  and  Gretel  showed  to  best 
advantage  in  their  duets,  particular- 
ly in  the  children's  prayer.  Miss 
Carlson’s  voice  was  admirably  suit- 
ed to  the  part  of  the  child,  Gretel, 
and  Edgley’s  pantomimic  repre- 


sentation of  Hansel,  combined  with 
his  able  voice,  was  notable. 

Alice  Beth  Whiteley  and  Doug- 
las Merrill  gave  the  roles  of  the 
children’s  parents  a lifelike  and  na- 
tural portrayal. 

Barbara  Ferret  and  Eulalia  Con- 
die,  playing  the  Sandman  and  the 
Dew  Fairy  respectively,  carried 
their  parts  with  clearness  and  con- 
viction. 

A trifle  hesitant  at  the  opening 
of  the  opera,  the  cast  quickly 
worked  into  the  feeling  and  atmos- 
phere, climaxing  with  a strong 
women’s  chorus. 

The  full  symphony  orchestra,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Professor  Le- 
Roy  J.  Robertson  and  conducted 
by  Professor  Richard  P.  Condie, 
must  be  complimented  for  the  bal- 
ance between  the  singing  and  ac- 
companiment maintained  through- 
out the  opera. 

A ballet  of  angels  after  the  chil- 
dren’s prayer  was  marked  by  beau- 
tiful interpretive  dancing. 

The  staging  under  Dr.  Alonzo 
Morley  was  well  conceived  and 
characterized  by  beautiful  scenic 
and  lighting  effects.  Glenrv  S.  Pot- 
ter designed  the  sets  for  the  opera.

In  Registration 

To  facilitate  spring  quarter  reg- 
istration and  lessen  congestion  in 
the  library  on  March  23,  several 
changes  in  the  registration  process 
have  been  made,  according  to  John 
E.  Hayes,  registrar. 

During  the  last  week  in  the  win- 
ter quarter,  March  16  - 21,  deans 
of  all  the  colleges  will  help  stu- 
dents outline  courses  and  approve 
them.  All  .students  who  anticipate 
continuing  school  next  quarter  are 
urged  to  consult  their  deans  next 
week. 

Fees  may  also  be  paid  next  week, 
but  they  do  not  have  to  be  in  be- 
fore deans  are  consulted.  If  fees 
have  not  been  paid,  however,  by 
the  end  of  the  first  w<fek  of  next 
quarter,  teachers  will  be  notified 
and  students  who  have  not  paid 
will  not  be  in  good  standing  in  the 
classes. 

Heretofore,  class  cards,  which 
serve  as  temporary  roles,  have  been 
made  out  in  the  registrar's  office 
and  sent  to  the  various  teachers. 
Next  quarter,  in  all  classes  except 
freshman  English  and  Rel.  Ed.  2, 
and  Rel.  Ed.  20  and  75,  students 
will  fill  out  two  class  cards  at  the 
first  recitation  of  each  class. 
Teachers  will  keep  one  card  and 
the  other  will  be  filed  with  the 
registrar. 

Students  in  all  other  classes  who 
intend  to  continue  their  work  next 
quarter  will  fill  out  duplicate  class 
cards  next  week.  One  will  be  kept 
by  the  teacher,  the  other  to  be  re- 
tained by  the  student  and  must  be 
presented  to  the  dean  before  he 
will  approve  the  course. 

Each  dean'  will  post  a schedule  of 
the  hours  he  will  consult  with  stu- 
dents next  week  on  or  near  his  of- 
fice door.  Registration  on  the  first 
Monday  of  next  quarter  will  pro- 
ceed as  usual  in  the  library,  and 
students  who  register  before  that 
time  are  asked  to  stay  out  of  the 
reading  room  so  that  congestion  will 
be  minimized.

Friday,  the  thirteenth  has 
failed  to  be  a jinx  for  the  third 
time  this  year  to  the  Y News 
staff  and  its  thirteen  reporters. 
For  the  third  time  during  the 
present  school  year,  the  Y News 
has  been  issued  on  Friday  the 
thirteenth. 

In  order  to  start  the  year  off 
right  the  first  issue  of  the  school 
year  came  off  the  press  on  Fri- 
day the  thirteenth.  The  second 
jinx  issue  was  published  one 
week  before  the  fall  quarter 
closed.  This  issue  also  comes  one 
week  preceding  the  close  of  the 
quarter.  To  completely  shatter 
the  jinx,  John  Domina  has  se- 
lected thirteen  reporters. 


Construction  of  a portion  of  the 
new  stadium  house  was  chosen  as 
the  1936  senior  project  in  a vote 
at  class  meeting  Monday,  accord- 
ing to  Eli  Clayson,  project  chair- 
man. A social  hall  and  a research 
office  were  the  other  projects  con- 
sidered. 

With  an  enrollment  of  272,  and 
Herbert  Breinholt,  j 200  now  in  attendance,  the  assess- 
ment of  $15  for  each  senior  will 
produce  over  $4,000,  Mr.  Clayson 
said.  A few  of  this  year’s  graduat- 
ing class,  who  are  not  in  school  at 
present,  have  already  made  their 
contributions  as  seniors  in  other 
years.  However,  if  the  majority  of 
the  class  are  able  to  make  their  full 
payment,  the  total  sum  will  be  one 
of  the  largest  donations  to  the  new 
structure,  he  said. 

Some  definite  part  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  undertaken  by  the  class 
for  construction,  instead  of  con- 
tributing to  the  total  cost  of  the 
building,  according  to  Mr.  Clay- 
son. 

Ellen  Scorup,  Salina,  was  the 
first  senior  to  make  full  payment. 
Several  others  have  made  substan- 
tial payments. 

Each  of  the  five  rnembers  of  the 
project  committee  will  contact  a 
definite  group  of  seniors,  and  ar- 
range for  payments  to  be  made  at 
the  rate  of  $5  a month  during  the 
spring  quarter.  Members  will  also 
be  appointed  to  contact  seniors  who 
are  not  in  attendance  at  present, 
Mr.  Clayson  said.

The  Tausigs  are  the  first  so- 
cial unit  to  contribute  to  the  fund, 
and  their  contribution  is  expected 
to  initiate  an  intensive  drive  by 
social  units  and  other  campus  or- 
ganizations to  raise  substantial 
amounts. 

The  total  amount  received  to 
date  is  $538,  according  to  figures 
released  from  the  treasurer’s  office 
Thursday.  This  is  but  an  introduc- 
tion to  the  sums  which  will  be 
forthcoming  after  the  first  of  next 
week,  when  an  intensive  campaign 
among  Provo  business  houses  will 
be  launched,  declares  Professor 
Boyle. 

Negotiations  were  completed 
Thursday  with  the  Provo  chamber 
of  commerce  wherejjy  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  entire  membership  of 
that  organization  will  be  secured, 
according  to  Professor  Boyle.  Each 
member  will  work  with  a B.Y.U. 
faculty  member  to  contact  the  en- 
tire list  of  business  establishments. 
Substantial  donations  of  materials 
have  been  made  by  certain  firms, 
to  be  announced  later,  through  the 
athletic  department.

Two  B.Y.U.  debate  teams,  ac- 
companied by  Professor  Elmer  Mil- 
ler, will  leave  Tuesday  for  the  Pi 
Kappa  Delta  invitational  tourna- 
ment to  be  held  March  19,  20,  and 
21  at  Redlands,  California. 

Debates  will  be  on  the  Pi  Kappa 
question:  “Resolved:  That  Con- 
gress should  have  the  power, 'by  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  to  over- 
ride Supreme  Court  decisions  de- 
claring acts  of  Congress  unconsti- 
tutional.”

“Whether  you  know-  it  or  not, 
Brigham  Young  university  students 
have  an  inferiority  complex  when  it 
comes  to  having  their  pictures  tak- 
’ declares  Mr.  Boel.  Such  ex- 
pressions as,  “If  you  can  take  a 
good  picture  of  me,  you  can  do 
something  no  other  photographer 


has  been  able  to  do,”  or,  “Is  the 
camera  insured?  I won’t  be  re- 
sponsible if  I break  it,”  are  the 
greetings  accorded  Mr.  Boel  as  stu- 
dents enter  the  studio  to  sit  for 
their  Banyan  pictures. 

There  have  been  2,012  pictures 
taken  this  year  in  the  Banyan  stu- 
dio, while  last  year  the  total  num- 
ber of  pictures  taken  for  the  Ban- 
yan was  1426. 

“We  have  made  some  errors,” 
states  Mr.  Boel,  “but  they  are 
errors  that  will  not  occur  next 
year.  The  work  on  the  whole  has 
been  very  satisfactory  with  sub- 
stantial savings  to  the  university. 

“The  hardest  work  is  yet  to 
come,”  sighs  Photographer  Boel, 
“and  that  is  the  photographing  of 
the  winners  of  the  beard  growing 
contest.

Most  of  the  labor 
on  tne  building  will  be  supplied  by  students, 
who  are  asked  to  contribute  ten  hours  of  labor 
or  Its  equivalent,  in  cash.  In  asking  for 

this  help  university  officials  feel  that  they 
have  ample  justification  for  the  request.  It 
is  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of  a year’s  school- 
ing at  the  “Y”  amounts  to  $2(X)  more  than  the 
actual  tuition  the  student  pays.  Moreover, 
many  students  who  help  in  the  construction 
of  the  stadium  house  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  use  it.  Others  will  have  the  satisfaction 
that  comes  in  later  years  with  the  knowledge 
that  they  contributed  unselfishly  to  a worthy 
cause,  as  was  so  admirably  pointed  out  in  de- 
votional by  Coach  Romney  Friday. 

Faculty  members  are  contributing  gen- 
erously to  the  fund,  student  organizations  and 
social  groups  are  donating  toward  the  pro- 
ject, business  firms  have  been  more  than  gen- 
erous.

Dear  Sir: 

Our  social  unit  ^ystem  must  have 
sunk  to  a “lamentable  state,”  if  the 
charges  made  in  this  column  last 
week  by  an  anonymous  ex-frat 
member  be  correct.  Fortunately 
conditions  are  not  nearly  so  bad 
as  they  were  painted.  And  unfor- 
tunately, the  exponent  of  frater- 
nities did  little  to  improve  the  con- 
dition in  20  inches  of  impassioned 
outburst. 

After  an  over-drawn,  unfair  and 
ill-considered  introduction,  the 
“member  of  a ranking  social  unit” 
indicted  the  social  unit  system  on 
about  four  counts.  These  points  in- 
cluded a tearful  lament  that  the  tor- 
ture of  cruel  initiations,  epsom  salts, 
beatings  and  other  abuses  contrib- 
ute to  the  “terrible  toll”  of  initia- 
tions. 

By  the  author’s  own  admission, 
fraternal  organizations  and  other 
secret  orders  are  less  obnoxious 
than  the  social  units.  But  others 
who  have  observed  the  two  sys- 
tems, and  perhaps  with  even  more 
perspicacity  and  fairness  than  the 
anonymous  critic  exhibited,  have 
decided  that  the  social  unit  system 
is  a distinct  improvement  over  the 
frat  system.  At  the  very  least,  the 
Y’  system  is  not  bothered  with  frat 
houses  and  exhorbitant  dues.  And 
the  percentage  of  students  affiliated 
here  is  just  as  high  or  low,  as  the 
case  may  be,  as  it  is  where  frats  and 
sororities  reign. 

It  is  true,  and  regrettably  so, 
that  the  number  of  units  at  the 
present  time  is  inadequate.  But  af- 
filiation of  all  is  impossible  and 
unnecessary.  And  it  is  an  injustice 
to  peddle  the  statement  that  only 
the  “elite”  are'  elected  into  social 
units.  In  the  units  will  be  found 
some  of  the  most  popular  apd  dem- 
ocratic students,  most  of  the  stu- 
dent body  officers,  many  athletes 
and  many  scholars,  and  a great 
many  who  do  not  have  automobiles 
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In  Response  to  many  re-

and  ready  money  and  who  are  not 
‘good  looking.”  There  are  also  a 
large  number  of  students  in  these 
categories  who  have  received  bids 
but  who  have  failed  to  join  be- 
cause of  reasons  of  their  own. 

Automobiles  and  “good  looks” 
are  naturally  assets  to  individuals 
joining  social  units.  And  a candi- 
date should  have  at  least  enough 
money  to  participate.  But  other  at- 
tributes are  taken  into  consideration 
by  most  units.  There  have  been  a 
number  of  “moneyed  playboys” 
who,  failing  to  rate  units  here,  have 
gone  to  other  universities  and  en- 
tered “ranking’’  frats  with  ease. 

The  standards  of  judging  can- 
didates and  of  initiations,  however, 
depend  upon  the  standards  of  the 
individual  members  of  the  groups. 
These  standards,  though  higher  in 
my  estimation  than  those  of  frats 
in  most  cases,  are  being  continually 
elevated.  The  way  to  improvement 
lies,  however,  in  vigorous  protests 
made  in  the  groups  themselves,  and 
not  in  blatant  announcements  of  the 
sordid  defects. 

In  justice  to  the  writer  of  last 
week,  let  it  be  said  that  he  at  least 
attempted  to  be  constructive  in  his 
criticism.  His  utopian  plan  of  sec- 
tioning the  student  body  off  into 
units,  however,  is  not  the  remedy. 
It  would  never  work  and  to  sub- 
stitute it  for  the  social  unit  plan 
would  be  folly.  All  students  do  not 
want  to  be  in  social  units.  And 
those  who  do  will  not  function  in 
groups  not  of  their  own  choosing. 
That  plan  might  Vork  in  a high 
school,  but  not  in  a university. 

The  social  unit  system  has  not 
failed,  despite  opinion  to  the  con- 
trary. The  system  has  merely  fail- 
ed to  come  up  to  the  idealistic  ex 
pectations  of  the . founders.  If  it 
will  ease  the  minds  of  the  critics, 
the  description  in  the  catalogue 
might  be  changed.  Even  so,  the 
critics  should  be  fair  and  might  well 
use  their  discerning  judgment  to 
help  solve^the  problem.  With  some 
improvement,  the  social  unit  sys- 
tem will  be  the  most  effective  sys- 
tem of  its  type  for  Brigham  Young 
university.  Let’s  work  for  those  im- 
provements.

Interest  Grows 
In  Photography 

New  Darkrooms.  Text  Books 
Supplement  Department 

Increasing  interest  in  photogra- 
phy is  reflected  in  extensive  ex- 
pansion now  in  process  in  the  pho- 
tography department,  announces 
Dr.  Wayne  B.  Hales,  supervisor  of 
photography  work. 

_ The  spring  quarter  will  find  phy- 
sical facilities  augmented  by  two 
new  darkrooms  and  a work  room.  A 
new  text  book  and  laboratory  guide 
by  Dr.  Hales  will  be  instituted  and 
an  upper  division  class  in  photogra- 
phy introduced,  it  is  announced. 

Workmen  are  putting  the  finish- 
ing touches  on  the  new  laboratory 
rooms  being  built  in  connection 
with  the  old  darkroom.  The  three 
darkrooms  will  be  completely  equip- 
ped with  modern  equipment,  in- 
cluding printers,  enlargers,  tanks 
and  darkroom  lights.  Students  will 
be  able  to  do  mounting  and  other 
photography  work  in  the  work 
room  adjoining.  The  photography 
laboratory  is  located  on  the  lower 
floor  of  the  Education  building. 

_ Dr.  Hales’  new  photography  out- 
line is  in  process  of  publication  by 
the  University  Press.  It  will  be  a 
150-page  book,  containing  an  out- 
line of  classwork  and  15  experi- 
ments. Illustrated  throughout,  it 
will  contain  in  addition  important 
tables  and  formulas  for  reference 
after  completion  of  the  course.  The 
book  also  contains  a chapter  on 
“The  Principles  of  Art  in  Photo- 
graphy,” by  Professor  B.  F.  Lar- 
sen, and  a chapter  on  “Press  Pho- 
tography,” by  Professor  H.  R.  Mer- 
rill. 

Students  interested  in  taking 
classes  in  photography  are  advised 
to  contact  Dr.  Hales  between  now 
and  the  opening  of  the  spring  quart- 
er to  arrange  for  laboratory  hours. 
•Two  courses  will  be  given  this  year, 
an  elementary  course  and  an  ad- 
vanced laboratory  course. 

The  elementary  course  has  no 
pre-requisite  and  will  be  a three 
hour  course  with  two  lectures  and 
one  laboratory  class  weekly.  This 
will  satisfy  laboratory  requirements 
for  the  physical  science  group.  Up- 
per division  students  who  have  had 
Physics  26,  the  elementary  course, 
and  either  chemistry  4,  5,  and  6 or 
physics  41,  42  and  43  will  be  eligi- 
ble to  take  the  advanced  laboratory 
course  offered  for  the  first  time 
this . year. 

Enrollment  in  photography  clas- 
ses has  increased  steadily  since  the 
class  was  first  instituted  three 
years  ago,  the  records  reveal.

But  when  the 
enrollment  hit  80  last  year,  expan- 
sion became  imperative,  leading  to 
the  innovations  made  this  year.

Cougar  Tracksters,  Netmen  Out  To  Capture  Titles 


Conference  Champs  Are 
Taking  Daily  Workouts 

Romney  Banking  On  Captain  Schofield, 
Cannon,  Gourley,  Verney, 

In  Retaining  Title 


Led  by  Captain  Dale  Schofield, 
Brigham  Young  university’s  track 
squad  is  working  out  daily  under 
^e  expert  guidance  of  Coach  G. 
Ott  Romney.  Encouraged  by  the 
fin©  weather  of  the  last  few  days 
the  25  or  more  varsity  tracksters 
are  slowly  working  the  kinks  out 
■ of  their  muscles. 

The  brightest  of  the  galaxy  of  re- 
turning stars  is  Captain  Schofield, 
who  is  National  A.  A.  U.  cham- 
pion in  the  low  hurdles,  and  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference  champion  in 
both  lows  and  highs.  He  is  holder 
of  the  conference  and  co-holder  of 
the  national  record  in  low  hurdles, 
covering  the  distance  in  23.2  sec- 
onds in  last  year’s  A.A.U.  meet. 

Hugh  Cannon,  Cougar  discus 
thrower,  is  an  excellent  Olympic 
prospect,  having  a mark  of  better 
than  161  feet  in  the  platter-spin- 
ning event.  Cannon  has  been  cham- 
pion of  the  R.M.C.  for  the  past  two 
years,  holding  the  record  at  the 
present  time.  His  1935  record  out- 
side of  the  conference  reads  as  fol- 
lows: Far  Western  A.A.U.  Junior 
champion ; second  place  Far  West- 
ern Senior;  second  place  National 
Junior;  third  place  National  Sen- 
ior; arid  fourth  place  National  In- 
tercollegiate. 

Perhaps  not  an  Olympic  prospect 
but  nevertheless  a great  point  win- 
ner for  the  “Y”  is  George  Gourley, 
who  is  the  record  holder  and  three 
times  champion  of  the  conference 
in  the  pole  vault.  He  also  placed 
third  in  the  high  jump  last  year. 
Gourley  has  a record  of  13  feet 
AY2  inches  in  the  pole  vault  ^nd  6 
feet  3 inches  in  the  high  jump. 

Elbert  Campbell,  with  a - mark 
of  more  than  199  feet  in  the  javelin, 
is  a consistent  point  winner  for  B. 
Y.U.  Campbell  won  second  place 
in  the  R.M.C,  meet  last  year,  hold- 
ing the  record  for  a brief  time  dur- 
ing the  meet. 

Other  point  winners  in  last  year’s 
Rocky  Mountain  conference  meet 
back  this  year  are  Johft  Verney, 
weight  man;  Lee  Gourley,  pole 
vault;  Alfred  Canning,  relay  team; 
Gus  Black,  relay  team;  Max  An- 
drews, two  mile;  Ernest  Dean,  two 
mile;  Bud  Barber,  relay  team;  and 
Vern  Waldo,  hammer. 

The  first  meet  of  the  season  is  to 
be  held  at  Provo  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah,  April  6.

Protoplasm,  the  basis  of  life;  the 
nucleus,  the  germ  of  life,  are  shown 
in  magnification  100,000  times  on 
the  screen.  Four  years  of  work 
will  be  presented  in  six  minutes. 
Assorted  microscopic  pictures;  the 
mould  story;  circulation  in  leaves 
and  the  autumn  leaf  story;  X-Ray 
motion  pictures,  the  first  ever  made, 
are  among  the  wonders  presented 
in  this  second  film. 

Reels  of  coast,  mountain,  and 
desert  flowers  are  shown  in  lapse 
time  and  technicolor.  Everything 
presented  in  this  picture  is  scien- 
tific but  serisational,  unique,  edu- 
cational, and  highly  entertaining. 

“Growing  Plants  Without  Culti- 
vation” is  a three-reel  story,  show- 
ing first  the  methods  used,  how  to 
plant  vegetables  and  flowers,  and 
the  wonderful  increase  in  crops. 
The  second  reel  shows  the  develop- 
ment from  seed  to  crop  in  one 
minute  or  less,  90,000  times  faster 
than  made.  The  last  shows  flowers 
growing  in  this  new  soil-less  meth- 
od and  pictured  with  lapse  time 
camera,  showing  the  growth  pro- 
cess in  nature  in  a few  seconds  on 
the  screen.

Stoddard  and 
Stephens,  both  exceptional  players, 
are  expected  to  win  many  matches 
for  their  Alma  Pater.  Stoddard 
lost  last  year  in  the  finals  for  the 
division  singles  championship  to 
Grant  Evans  of  Utah  and  will  be 
right  back  there  again  threatening 
Evan’s  supremacy.
